GARBAGE DRY CLEANED 
~ BY PROPOSED PROCESS 


The system to be employed by 
the Standard company is known as 
the Miller & Frederick process of 
garbage reduction. The garbage 
is first conveyed into a wet pan, 
where it is pulped to the consist- 
ency of mortar. It is then dropped 
into a compressor, where, by

Daughter Thought Him HKelative. 

“My dagighter always looked on him 
as an uncle and until after this trial 
Came she did not know but what he 

Was a distant relative of the family. 
That shows how innocent she was. 
And yet they have said I wanted Col. 
Snell to marry my daughter. Could 
anything be more absurd than that she, 
then a child of 15, should be married 
to a man in his dotage—&85 yearg old? I 
never suggested that my aahietsher write 
to him nor what she should write when 
she did. 

“It is true that many women wanted 
to marry Col. Sneil on account of his 
wealth and many;women wrote to him 
with that in view. My sister wrifes 
me that there were actually barrels of 
letters from women found there; but 
that I should have wanted my daugh- 
ter to. marry him is too silly to need de- 
nial.

I hope 
every reader of the Post-Dispatch will 
realize how I have suffered over this 
thing and will see that I am inno- 
cent.

Allen avenue. Later they moved. to 
245A Accomac avenue, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Hyatt live now and where Rice and

Mrs. Hyatt said Tuesday of the mar- 


riage: 

“When Helen announced to me 
that she was going to marry, I was 
greatiy shocked. She had lived with me 
three years and she was such a charm- 
ing girl. Mr. Rice was then pastor of a 
Baptist church in Dexter, Mo., but had 
‘geeured a church in Gonzales, Tex. 1 
had never seen Rice and when Helen 
showed me his picture I did not like him.

- Lm “plea, for Deneen has almost destroyed himself in 


his efforts to placate his predecessor’s henchmen. 
Making some conventional pretences to morality, 
‘Yates is r spoils politician of low type and his 
associations have been and still are of the worst. 
Much might be said in favor of consigning both 
of these bargainers to private life, but it is not 
- conceivable that. unselfish or unbiased men can 
prefer Yates the forerunner and the principal to 
Deneen the reluctant and the mistaken disciple. 
In another respect the Yates candidacy has a 
particularly forbidding aspect. It was not en- 
tered upon until the Cook County machine, which 
abandoned him as altogether too vulnerable four 
years ago, had once more been brought into line 
for him. Another term of Yates under such tute- 
lage would become a national scandal. 
_ Mr. Dencen’s worst faults were inherited from 
Yates. If, now that he is no longer under that 
evil influence, he should be renominated and re- 
elected, he might make an‘acceptable Governor.

Yates.

A very little indeed should suffice to bind the 
wary creature in such case, for, as King Solomon 
truly remarked, the way of a man with a maid 
is one of the main uncertainties of creation, to- 
gether with the way of a ship in the sea, an eagle 
in the air or a snake in the grass. 

If men would evoid solemn obligations in love 
it is their option to leave the willing maids 
alone or in any event to leav2 unsaid the senti- 
mental nothings which innocence may accept as 
much or eagerness misconstrue. 

When a man says so much that it takes a 
Philadelphia lawyer to differeatiate it from a 
promise of marriage he ought to be prepared 
either to pay rent or pay the piper. 
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JUSTICE MINUS GOGGLES AND STICK. 

Justice Brewer of the Supreme Court remarks: 
“We often see Justice represented as a blind-eyed 
goddess, with outstretched hands, holding equal 
balances. Far more appropriate would be the 
figure of a clear-eyed, strong-armed man, whose 
vision no sophistries can cloud and whose strong 
right arm no power can withstand.” 

Let us add that there should be no glaring gog- 
gles over the clear eyes to render them fierce, 
apd no big destructive stick brandished by the 
strong right arm to render it irresponsible and 
cespotic.
